He removed to New Lo- 
ndon, Conn. where he married, Sept. 23,1697, 
Mary, dau. of George and Sarah (Allyn) Geer, 
granddaughter of Robert and Sarah Allyn,ail 
of that part of New London which was later 
incorperated as Groten; Mary Geer was born 
in New London, Conn.

Geers of this town) had yr child baptised,

"His wife's parents and relatives owned 
large tracts of land on the oust dide of the 
Thames river (in the early days known as the 
Pequet or Great river) in the section now 
included in the northern part of the present 
town of Ledyard. The land on the east side 
of the river was originally in the town of 
New London, Conn. as far north as Pequetan- 
nock Cove, and the strip called 'Brewster's 
Neck’ was claimed by both New London and 
Nerwich. In 1705 this eastern part of New 
London was made a seperate town called "Gro- 
ton". As Groton frew and expanded it was 
divided into North and South Societies or 
Parishes and in 1836 the north section was 
incorperutod as the town of Ledyard. 

zachariah Maynard purchased a farm in 1697 
near the Geers and Allyns. Here he lived 
tre remainder of hin life. A few glimpses 
are caught of him accasionally, two referen- 
ces to him being found ih the diary of Josh- 
uu Hempstead, # New London man who held many 
officss and was well acquainted with all his 
townsren. Under dato of October 30, 1713, 
he writes "I went to Robt. Allyns - - - - in 
mr Richd Christophers Long boat. T stayed at 
Allyns all night. W-. Hullum alse.ne bought 





1C0O Shingles & 150 Claboards from Zachariah. 
Meiners for me." (page 29) On July 23,1723, 
he says, "Tuesd 23, Some Rain. I went to Lb 
Christopher Averys in Groton to an arbitra- 
tion with him between Zack Mainer & Jabez 
Attwood. Stayed all night. Wednsd 24 Cloudy 
wee finished & I came home by daylight". 
(page 133).

years after sd Moses comes of age, and all 
my said daughters are to have a place in my 
dwelling house till their marriage.

"Moses Maynard of Norwich, in the County of 
Hampshire, and Stephen Maynard of Montgom- 
ary", same county, for one houndred and 
sixty two pounds, sold land in Norwich 
which they had purchased of Ebenezer Bar- 
nard of Deerfield, containing, by estimate, 
230 acres and 116 rods. (Hamp.Deeds 31-151) 

It appsars that Reuben,Moses and Stephen 
Maynard were all three living in Norwich, 
Mass., May 26, 1788, when that town voted 
"Not to Sink Stephen,Rubin and Moses May-- 
nard's Minister rates". 

Stephen Maynard, with his brother Moses 
and others, removod to Worthington, Frank- 
lin County, Ohio in 1806.

Stephon Maynard “guve the walnut lumbor for 
the pews in the church, and my father,Elna- 
than, and his brother Stephen, rolled the 
walnut logs onto the ice of the Olentangy, 
hitchsd an old sorrel horse to them and 
drew them some miles down stream to the 
sawmill where they were sawed." 

Stephen Maynard was Justice of the Peace 
at Worthington, Ohio, several vears, 1828, 
1819 and 1820, and in that capacity, per- 
formed quite a number of marriage ceremon- 
ies.

The writer has no authentic records of 
Samuel Wright prior to his settlement in 
Nontgomery, Mass. Doubtless, reasearch in’ 
New London and Windham counties, Conn.would 
disclose some interesting data, but we do 
not care to incur this additional expanse. 
His early history is based on tradition, 
which, doubtlessly, is based on some facts, 

This tradition is, in substance, that 
Samuel Wright was born in Londonderry, Uls- 


ter, Ireland, of Scotch decont. When about 





16 ysars of age he was impressed into the 
British Navy as an apprentice soaman. The 
term of his apprenticeship expirod while in 
Fort at New London, Conn., and he wasn per- 
mitted to accept his discharge and remain 
in the colony; married Philena Bill of Mon- 
tville, near New London, Conn. During the 
Revolutionary War he enlisted in the sea 
sprvice and served with Capt. John Paul 


Jones. That he married Philena Bill, is a 


matter of record; that a Samuel Wright (who 
might easily enough nave been this man), 
served under Paul Jones and others, is also 
a matter of record.

"Obituary" 


James Wright Maynard was born in Worthing- 
ton, Ohio January 4th 1807. He died in Mt. - 
Pleasant Ia., January 3lst 1893, aged &6 
years and 27 days. 

Dr.Maynard as he was familiary called,came 
from an early New England ancestry. His par-. 
ents moved from Massachusetts in 1806, and 
settled in Frankiln county Ohio, and were 
therefor pioneers in that state. The- subject 
of this memoir was well acquainted with the 
Pioneer life in Ohio, and loved to recount 
id his later. days the hardships and exploits 
of the early settlers. The material prosper- 
ity, and the development and advanced civil- 
ization and the introduction of railroéds, 


of steam navigution, the new and ever impro- 
ving inventions of agricultural impliments 
und the reneral progress of life, were mat- 
ters of personal history to him, themes of 
which he never tired. 

In August 1839, he removed to Iowa, with 
his family, settling in New London where he 
engeged in the practice of medicine and 
moved to his farm-near town where ho resided 
for over forty years. Dr. Maynard was clos- 
ely indentified with the early progress of 
state and looked wtih pride upon the results 
of the early history. In matters of relige: 
eon, politics and reform he was ever active. 
Though early trained in the Episcopal church 
to which his parents belonged, ho united 
with the Methodist Episcopal church the 
first year of his residence in the state. 
His home became also the home of the early 
itinerant. Eroad in his religeous views, he 
looked with pride upon the proprress of the 
church and all churches, in building up the 
kingdom of Christ. In politict he was a 
Whig in the early days. He took part in all 
antislavery agitations and at a tims, when 
in Iowa, to be an abolitionist was not to be 
respected by all the community. Sometime in 
the early forties, an abolition orator came 
to New London to speak in the interest of 
anti-slavery. A large party in the communi- 
ty threatened to hang the speaker if he 
Should make the attempt. For this purpose a 
ecaffold was built and all preperatioris made 
to carry their threats into execution. When 
the time arived Dr. Maynard and a number: 'of 
other determined men armed themselves as a 
body-guard of protection to the speaker. The 
pro-slavery party however, so far carried 
out their threats as to hang and burn the 
epeaker in effigy. How imposible de such 
events look™to day. On the formetion of the 
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Republicun party, he pave it his hearty sup- 
port. When the slaves were freed as-one of 
the great exegenies of the war, he looksd 
upon it ws also a result of his early unti- 
slavery views, brought about by political 
action. The progress of temperencoe reform 
had his largest sympathies and aid... And .** 
pladley would he have hactened the day, had 
it been in his power to have given the death 
knell to the great evil. Though he was a 
man of very decided views, yet they were 
formed with judgement and discrimination. In) 
his home life the warmth and kindness of his 
heart was readily felt by those nearest him 
and by those who knew him best. He will be 
missed by the community where he lived so 
long. But the weight of: his years had ended 
his work, yet the influence of his life will 
fo on in the life of others. "
